The Athena correspondent of the 
Standard says that on Sunday a crowd 
summoned by the ringing of church

proceeded to the 
residence of 
Crown Prince Constantin, in Achala, 
seised the arms of the royal guard, 
smashed the furniture and burned all 
the papers they could la^' their hands 
on. The village was greatly excited by 
the incident and there were further dis- 
turtences in the churches during the 
prayer for members of the royal family.

Chicago, May 4.—John C. Crum,cham­ 
pion sprinter, died In a Des Moines, lai, 
hospltol. He had undergone an opera­ 
tion for appendicitis. The news of 
Crum’s death caused much sorrow at 
the C. A. A.. E%'anston, at the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago, and in other places 
where the gentlemanly young athlete 
was well-known. Crum made a mark 
in sprinting, here In Chicago, June15,1895, 
that no other amateur has beaten. As 
the representative of the Iowa State col 
lege he ran 100 yards In 9 4-5 seconds. 
This record is also shared by Bernard J. 
Wefers. 


The young man was an ideal athlete, 
both in physical development and tem­ 
perament. He had phenomenal lung 
power and endurance and his develop­ 
ment suggested that he wm» to be a for­ 
midable distonce runner. Hfs method of 
running was distinctly unlike the style 
familiar to the people of thle part of the 
country. His only failing was In hia ih- 
ability to get away with the pistol flash. 
In the 100-yard dashes he was Invariably 
behind his rivals until the forty-yard 
mark was reached. From that point to 
the tape he appeared to fairly s^nlhllate 
space, so speedy was he. Singularly 
enough his action was high and not 
graceful.

De­ 
siring deliberate action In the matter 
the petition was referred to the com­ 
mittee on public buildings and grounds 
with Instructions to report at tne next 
meeting of the council. 


Chief of Police Whitney presented

which 98 ‘ were made lor violation of 
the city ordinances and 130 under the 
state law. 


Poormaster J. O. Rowe’s report in­ 
dicated that a total of $716.90 had been 
expended for the relief of the poor dur­ 
ing the year. One hundred and fifteen 
hiM received aid, 19 of which were 
given relief every month In the year, 
nine six months and over and the re­ 
maining 87 from one meal to six 
months. 
Four families while affilcted 
with diphtheria and quarantined were 
maintained by the city. 9182 was ex­ 
pended In caring for one case of typhoid 
fever and 983 for one case of broken 
leg.i301.19 for provisions, 9&4.a6for 
fuel, $24.60 for shoes, 9803.90 for medi­ 
cal attendance, b o a rd a t h o sp ita l, nurte 
etc., 97 for miioellaneous, 913.95 for 
transportation, 60 cents for telegraph­ 
ing and 911.50 for burying paupers. 
Through the temporary relief work 
carried on last winter 250 persons were 
provided with clothing. 


The finance committee reported hav 
Ing examined the city clerk^s books and 
found them correct. 


Street Commissioner Shankland ex- 
nded 9191.79 tor repairs on the streets 
urlng the month of April. 
A resolution by Alderman McDonald 
that the city borrow 91,000 for 90 days 
to replenish the water works and bridge 
funds was adopted. 


The clerk was Instructed to draw an 
order on the treasurer for $1,500 to pay 
the interest on the 150,000 water bond 
and 9W bridge bond. 


Upon recommendation of the boart 
of public works the lawn sprinkling 
hours for evening were fixed at from 
6:30 to 7:30 o’clock. 


Citv Clerk Chaddock’s bond of $1,500 
with ll. D. Fool and O. S. Chapman as 
sureties was approved. 


Mayor Bell was authorized to retain 
the services of C. N. Sears to assist the 
city attorney In the trial of the cases 
now pending in which the city is inter 
ested. 


A resolution that the city purchase 
part of lot 14, Hendrick’s addition, pay­ 
ing not to exceed 9140, for the widening 
of Ross street, was adopted. 


The proposition of the tunnel line 
that It be granted 20 feet off the north 
slde of Crystal Springs cemetery for a 
right of way, waa again discussed. The 
members of the council had been ap­ 
pointed a special committee to investi­ 
gate the enect the ^ant would have 
on t^e cemetery. The committee was 
unable to report and was granted far­ 
ther time.

T h e Loulevllle Encountered a T e r­ 
rible bea Yesterday. 


The steamer City of Louisville ar­ 
rived at her docks here at 4 o’clock last 
evening.

The boat 
was tossed about in the most violent 
manner, liut at no time was any of the 
crew or 75 passengers frightened. They 
had contidence in the ability of the 
boat to land them nafely and they felt 
secure. 


Mrs. Irene Ingraham, one of the pas­ 
sengers, who with her little daughter 
was on a visit to friends in St. Joseph, 
v.’as seized with violent spasms about 1 
o’clock in the afternoon and she re­ 
mained in an unconscious condition un­ 
til the boat arrived at St. Joseph.

required the strength of four men to 
hold her. At times her body become 
perfectly rigid and several times she 
was believed to be dead. 


The boat was lying at her dock in 
Chicago for nearly a week waiting for 
pleasanter weather. During that time 
not a single boat left the Chicago har­ 
bor and the Louisville was the tlrst of 
the storm bound craft to clear. 
The 
horses expected by Forrester & Mc­ 
Cord were not taken aboard in Chicago. 
The captain refused them on account 
of the rough weather. . They will ar­ 
rive tomorrow.

Flrtti’that the di^l^ton of t^« mlhfsters, 
who have Kturned from the Greek froh- 
tier, leeihâ to bo in favor of a continu­ 
ance of the war: and »ecpnd,'that flght- 
ng continued almost Incessantly at Vel- 
estlno from last Tuesday until Sunday; 
with the result that Òeneral Smolensk! 
has been prevented from actually as­ 
sumine his new duties as chief of staff. 
As a further result thn Greeks at Veles- 
tino have managed to retain.dielr posi­ 
tions, but they are too much fatigiied 
to follow up thetr success. Altogether 
fourteen officers have been recalled from 
Crete to be sent on to Thessaly, and this 
also Is a proof of the intention of the 
new cabinet to continue the war. The 
movement Is actuated by necessity. All 
the best otncers are being sent to the 
front, nor is there any intention yet dis­ 
played to ei'acuate Crete. 


PolMtii to Retreat of tlie Or«N»ks. 


The Turkish army is advancing In 
three columns on 'Pharsalos,. white an 
additional column is operating in the di­ 
rection of Volo. As the Volo column 
could easily take Velestino in the rear 
the Greek position is very precarious. 
This probably explains the retention of 
General Smoienski there, as it was nat­ 
ural to expect him to go* to Pharsalos to 
assume the supreme command. Every­ 
thing points to an inevitable retreat by 
the Greeks on Domokos. The diplomatic 
situation continues obscure, with a con­ 
stant interchange of dispatches between 
European cabinets and an incessant in­ 
terviewing of ministers. 


Prtnce«» of W»l«»a for th« Oreekn. 


New york, May 4.—A copyrighted dis­ 
patch froni London to The Journal says: 
The report that the Princess of Wales 
was using her utmost Influence to bring 
about English intervention in favor of 
Greece in the east is corroborated by the 
London press. The princess, accom­ 
panied by the prince, takes the unpre­ 
cedented course of asking the assistance 
of Gladstone. They have made an en­ 
gagement to visit thè ex-premier at 
Hawarden May 10.

under date of Saturday, says: “In the 
battle here yesterday, which continued 
throui^out the day, U.OOO Turks made 
reptattd aitaults on the Greek potitions 
at the railway Junction. 
They were 
fliwlly driven from the field.*’ 


London. May 4.—The Athens corre­ 
spondent of The Times says: The news­ 
paper clamor against the three princes 
continues, but the majority of the edu­ 
cated and reflecting people regard the 
possibility of revolution with dismay 
and are prepared to support the dynasty 
should the danger become Imminent. It 
must *be understood that there are no 
socialists, anarchists or similar organi­ 
sations In Greece. 
Therefore, even 
should royalty take Its departure, tjhere 
is no prospect or likelihood of any move­ 
ment like the Paris commune. 


The Athens correspondent of the 
Standard says that on Sunday a crowd 
summoned by the ringing of church 
bells 
proceeded to the 
residence of 
Crown Prince Constantin, in Achala, 
seized the arms of the royal guard, 
smashed the furniture and burned all 
the papers they could lay their hands 
on. The village was greatly excited by 
the incident and there were further dis­ 
turbances in the churches during the 
prayer for members of the royal family. 


WHV THK ORKKKS CAN’T WIN. 


Another BMcriptton of a Frenxied Flight

from the Vnspeakalile. 


London. May 4.—A dispatch to The 
Dally New» from Patras, on the west 
coast of Greece, dated Sunday, gives a 
most graphic account of the battle be 
tween the Greeks and the Turks at 
Penteplgadia, Epirus, and of the retreat 
of the former from that place. It shows 
that the rout and panic of the Greeks 
at Pentepigadia was as complete as the 
stampede^ which followed, the fighting 
at Tyrnavos, and the retreat on Larissa 
and Pharsalos. in Thessaly. The Daily 
Newt eorretpondent says: 
‘‘The net 
effect of the Greek retreat to Arta is 
that each army is now in the position 
which It occupied before war was de 
clartd, but with* all preatige gone from 
tht Qretka. The Greeks had held the 
hill near Pentepigadia on Wednesday 
evening agalnst fierce Turklah attacks.

l5. Crum, liightnlng gliort JDIstaaet 
Runner, Beaten at liSSl. 


Chicago, May 4.-^John C. Crum, cham­ 
pion sprinter, died In a Des Molnea, la., 
hospital. He had undergone an opera­ 
tion for appendicitis. 
The newa of 
Crum’s death caused much sorrow at 
the C. A. A.. Evanston, at the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago, and in other places 
where the gentlemanly young athlete 
was well-known. Crum made a mark 
in sprin ting, here in Chicago, June 15, 
that no other amateur has beaten. As 
the representative of the Iowa State col­ 
lege ^he ran 100, yards in *9 4-S aeconda. 
This record Is also shared by Bernard J. 
Wefers. 


The young! man was an Ideal athlete, 
both in physical development and tem­ 
perament. He had phenomenal lung 
power and endurance and his develop­ 
ment suggested that he was to be a for­ 
midable distance runner. His method of 
lunning was distinctly unlike the atyle 
familiar to the people of thla part of the 
country. Hit only failing waa In his In­ 
ability to get away with thé platol flash. 
In the 100-yard dashes he waa Invariably 
behind his rivals until the forty-yard 
mark waa reached. From that point to 
the tape he appeared to fairly annihilate 
space, so speedy was he. Singularly 
enough his action was high and not 
graceful.

The steamer City of Louisville ar­ 
rived at her docks here at 4 o’clock last 
evening. She was seven hours out, 
having cleared Chicago at 9 o’clock in 
the morning. 
The time she made was 
remarkable considering the tremendous 
sea she ploughed through.

heaviest sea the Louisville has en­ 
countered since she became a part of 
the Graham k Morton fleet.
